* The principal meat-eating nations of

the world, in order of per capita con-
sumption, are Argentine, Australia
and New Zesland, with the United
Stateés standing fourth. There has
been a decline in recent years of the
per capita consumption of meat in the
United States. This is largely
attributable to the high retail price of
“meat which has increased out of all
proportion to ‘the price obtained by
the farmer for his livestock and the
prices ‘at which the packer and whole-
saler dispose of the meat to the re-
tailer. . The teaction of this decrease
in ‘consumption of meat is beginning
to be evident in the decrease in the
production of livestock. While the
stockman is becoming bankrupt rais-
ing beef cattle at $7.76 per hundred
weight, Armour & Co. will have no
trouble in financing the $30,000,000
deal that will give them possession
of the Morris packing interests,.-All
of which indicates who is makKing the
profit out of the cattlebusiness.

A “Professor Robert McFall” who-
ever he is—writes in Farm Life that
the “time is at hand when this nation
will eat as much as it produces.” The
Harding = administration should hop
onto thia line of argument, It may
help to palliate the farming industry
which is just about wrecked, if it can
be. injected with the big, new idea
that consumption of production by
the home country is at hand.
